cathedral at Rheiins, he made this 
comment: 


''No one can put into words the im 


pressions I 
have received amongst 


such scenes of desolation and ruin.' 


Thas was Mr. Wilson's only expres 


sion of his feelings after a trip that 
every Frenchman has been hoping he 
would make before he takes part in 
deciding what is to be exacted from 
Germany for the devastation of nor- 
thern France. 


Accompanied by Mrs. Wilson and a 


small party, Mr. Wilson left the Mu- 
rat residence early, foregoing atten- 
dance at church and ihe rest which 
he felt he needed very much to per- 
form what he considered to be a duty. 


The parly motored fiixi to ''hateau- 


Thierry, where lunch was taken on 
boarding a waiting train. They then 
proceeded by motor to Rheims, pass-

His second shot kill- 
ed Fireman Thomas Halloran and the 
third shot went through the chest of 
Michael Vemako, another fireman, who 
died a few hours later at the Hahne- 
mann hospital. 


The slayer then ran to the rear of 


the powerhouse and out on Thirteenth 
street.

among them is that it would make it 
impossible for Germany to establish 
submarine bases in her colonial pos 
sessions. 
The American attitude is 
not yet revealed. 


A prominent oillclal said that should 
the Franco-British viewpoint prevail, 
Hie German Kamerun would he taken 
over by the French, in accordance 
with an agreement reached with Great 
Britain and France, 


Belgium lays claim to that part of 
the Congo which she conquered by 
force of arms. 
Belgian troops cap­ 
tured Tabora and the territory lying 
beyond the western slopes of Lnke 
Victoria- Nyanza. 
The Belgians also 
desire a strip of territory along the 
left hank of the Congo, the delimita­ 
tion to be settled amicably with Por­ 
tugal, territorial compensation being 
given Portugal. 


The council of ten, as the French 
call the ministers of the live great 
powers, has before it for considera­ 
tion also the questions of territorial 
adjustments, the abolition of conscrip­ 
tion and the economic reconstruction 
of Germany. 
These questions, in ac­ 
cordance with the settled method of 
procedure, will be referred to suit- 
able commissions, 


No direct reply to the invitation ex­ 
tended to the various Russian fac­ 
tions for a conference with represen­ 
tatives of the allied and associated 
governments has so far been received 
from any quarters. The protests that 
have been filed by the anti-Bolshevik 
elements in Paris are not regarded as 
fully authorized by their governments. 


It was stated 
110 announcement 
would be made at present regarding 
the sjatus of the Russian problem. 
The next move, it may be said, prob­ 
ably will be to bring up the question 
again before the council for further 
study before a course to be followed 
shall be adopted.

PRESIDENT VISITS WAR ZONE 
Could 
Not 
Put 
Into 
Words 
Hit 


Impressions. 


President Wilson made 
his 
firs 
trip to the battlefront and devastate» 
regions, visiting Chateau-Thlcrry anc* 
Rhelms. 


At the close of a tour that tool 
hirti through a dozen razed villages 
ending in the ruins of the historic 
cathedral at Rheims, he made this 
comment: 


“No one can put into words the im 
pressions 
I 
have received amongst 
such scenes of desolation and ruin.' 


Thas was Mr. Wilson's only expres 
sion of his feelings after a trip that 
every Frenchman has been hoping he 
would make before he takes part in 
deciding what is to bo exacted from 
Germany for the devastation of nor 
thorn France. 


Accompanied by Mrs. Wilson and a 
small party, Mr. Wilson left the Mu­ 
rat residence early, foregoing atten­ 
dance at church and the rest which 
ho felt he needed very much to per­ 
form what he considered to be a duty. 


The party motored first to Chateau- 
Thierry, where lunch was taken on 
boarding a waiting train. 
They then 
proceeded by motor to Rheims, pass­ 
ing through many ruined villages and 
along the old fighting 
lines, 
where 
evidence of combat are still to be 
plainly seen. 


After visiting Rheims the president 
and his party abandoned their motor 
cars and, boarding a special train, re­ 
turned to Parih. The last part of the 
motor trip was made in a swirling 
snowstorm, the first snow Mr. Wilson 
has seen since last winter. 


The first fighting ground was reach­ 
ed as the party neared Belleau wood, 
immortalized in the history of the 
war by the gallant fighting of Ameri­ 
can marines. 
The motor cars turn­ 
ed oil’ the main roads and crawled 
perilously through hack lanes to bring 
the president close to the place where 
the fighting took place. 


Then Mr. Wilson drove up the hill 
over which 
the 
American 
troops 
smashed the ^rack Prussian divisions 
mustered there to crush the “green­ 
horns” and where 
the 
advance on 
Paris was checked. 


This was near Chateau-Thierry and 
the spot promises to be a mecca for 
Americans for many years to come. 
Mr. Wilson saw the ruins of bridges 
over which the Americans thrust back 
the enemy line of this nearest point 
to Paris and the .shell-marked houses 
which survived the battles of those 
memorable days.

RELIGIOUS MANIAC 


KILLS FOUR 


A religious maniac, who said that 
he wanted only to cut off all electri­ 
cal power 
to 
release Christ, shot 
up the Rapid Transit company's pow­ 
er house at Thirteenth and Mount 
Vernon 
streets, 
Philadelphia, 
and 
killed two employes, after which he 
shot and killed two policemen aiul 
wounded half a dozen other persons 
who joined in his pursuit. 


The dead victims of the maniac 
are: George 11. Itlngwall, a reserve 
policeman; John Knox, a motorcycle 
policeman; Thomas Ilalloran, a power 
house fireman; 
Michael 
Vemako, a 
power house fireman. 


Among the wounded a re : H arry 
Clark, shot through the cheek; in a 
serious condition; Samuel Walton, re­ 
serve policeman; William Kelly, and 
James Robinson, * power house oper­ 
ator. 


The maniac was finally cornered at 
Nineteenth and Olive streets by Po­ 
liceman 
Frank 
Herron, 
and 
John 
Knox, the motorcycle policeman. 


These two policemen closed In on 
the maniac, who held a revolver in 
each hand. He pushed one against each 
policeman. 
The weapon held agoinst 
Policeman Knox went off, and the bul­ 
let pierced the policeman’s heart. The 
revolver pressed against Policeman 
I-lrrron failed, and Herron fired his 
own revolver into the groin of the 
madman and then clubbed him on the 
head, knocking him down and disarm­ 
ing him before taking him to the Gar- 
rettson hospital, where the physicians 
say he Is either insane or shamming' 
niadneps. 


He refused to tell his name, but 
admitted that he roomed at 010 North 
Kleventh street and went by the name 
of “Omega of Christ.” 


“I am a Jew, but I have embraced 
Christianity and have planned foi; 
several years to do just one thing, 
shut off all electrical power,” he told 
the police, who found a notebook in 
lils pocket, with the address of all the 
Rapid 
Transit 
company's 
power 
plants. 
“I never worked, hut lived 
with my mother until she died, six 
years ago. 
She left me S2000, and I 
have lived off that ever since, very 
economically. 
I ate only fish and 
drank coffee and water. 
But today 
my money was all gone, I had nothing 
more to live .on or live for, so T start­ 
ed out to do this one big thing for 
which I had prepared all my life. 


“I bought two revolvers in West 
Philadelphia. 
I paid $10.1)0 for one 
and $11,HO for the other. 
Then I 
I bought 100 cartridges on South street 
and started out on my mission. 
I 
carried my revolvers for defense only. 
I did not want to get caught until I 
had put all the power houses out* of 
commission. 
I would not have shot 
anybody at the first power house if 
they hadn’t thrown stones at me. Then 
the policemen came, and I had to 
shoot to get away.” 


His story about buying the revol­ 
vers and cartridges, the detectives 
verified readily enough, and his study 
for destruction was also verlfU-d by 
a search of his room. 
It was filled 
with books, religious, scientific, and 
anarchistic books in English, Italian 
and German. 


The maniac climbed over an iron 


j gate Into the powerhouse at Thir­ 
teenth and Mount Vernon streets. As 
soon as he was over the gate he start­ 
ed to shoot wildly at the firemen in 
the boiler room. His second shot kill­ 
ed Fireman Thomas Halloran and the 
third shot went through the chest of 
Michael Vemako, another fireman, who 
died a few hours later at the Hahne­ 
mann hospital, 


The slayer then ran to the rear of 
the powerhouse and out on Thirteenth 
street. 
Then began the chase which 
resulted in the death of the two po­ 
licemen and wounding 
of 
several 
others, until the maniac was subdu­ 
ed.

The yearbooks 
published by the 


Ukrainians in the United States and 
Canada are highly important

tures of their household libraries, ac- 
cording to the committee on public 
information. 
The Ukrainians do not 


publish any illustrated magazines in 
this country but issue a number of 
paper-covered annuals dealing with an 
enormous 
number of subjects 
and 


filled with pictures. 


Thus one of the most recent Ukrain- 


ian almanacs, which is just off the 
press, contains articles on airplanes, 
agriculture, politics, international re- 
lations, music, M ireless telegraphy and 
travel. And this is only the beginning. 
There is one article about Woodrow 
Wilson, accompanied by a picture of 
the president 
and quotations from 


some of his memorable 
speeches. 


These yearbooks, of which there are 
about ten, have a wider circulation 
than the Ukrainian newspapers and 
one or more of them is pretty sure to 
be found even in the humblest Ukrain- 
ian household. 


English Writer Teils About 


Films That Actually Talk- 


Latest Edison invention 


Thomas Alva Edison, in his wonder- 


ful new invention, has given us pic- 
tures that not only move but talk, re- 
lates a London correspondent. 
The 


kinetophone and the phonograph, and 
its effects are weirdly realistic. The 
machine is so constructed that the 
sounds of the voices of the actors in 
the picture drama are reproduced in 
the most natural way. When figures 
appear to be walking tyward the front 
of the stage their voices get louder as 
they get nearer to the audience, and 
softer as they retreat. When a plate 
is smashed the noise of broken crock- 
ery is distinctly heard. The no<es of 
the piano or violin are reproduced 
when the actor plays on one of these 
instruments, the expression and time 
being clearly marked. Whistling, sing- 
ing, opening and shutting doors, etc., 
are all heard. 


Talking pictures are also to be seen 


in. a similar invention, the klinoplasti- 
kon. The effects here are most won- 
derful. Dancers come from the wings, 
perform and sing, and retire to the 
wings again, and after applause come 
and bow their acknowledgments to the 
auulence iu the most natuial manner 
What is more, the staire is not in dark- 
ness, as in the case of ordinary bio- 
scope pictures, but is perfectly light, 
and there is no screen. The illusion 
of living people singing and dancing 
as in a real theater is thus almost 
complete, for the figures do almost 
everything that a living artist tan do.

Forest Within Few Years 


England and Scotland are preparing 


to replant forests which have been cut 
to provide war supplies. They are do- 
ing it now. 
Never before have those 


countries been so bare of timber. 
Hunting ranges and sporting grounds 
have been sacrificed to supply muni- 
tion factories at home and armies 
abroad. 
The old forests were pri- 


marily ornamental and incidentally 
useful, but those which are now being 
deliberately 
provided for 
will 
be 


primarily useful and incidentally or- 
namental, says Popular 
Mechanics 


Magazine. 


In the United States we are not in 


so much need of tree planting as they 
are in the British isles. But there are 
two kinds of timber which the war de- 
mand has greatly depleted, and they 
are kinds of much importance, locust 
and black walnut. 


There is another point to be consid- 
red in the planting of these trees: 
They can be grown on sandy tracts of 
and which are now considered of no 
value, and thus reclaim this land. 


An excellent illustration of what 


can be accomplished in the way of re- 
claiming useless land' through 
the 


planting of trees has been carried out 
during the lns-t six or eight years by a 
resident of Whitesicle county, Illinois, 
n these years he has accomplished the 
seemingly impossible ta«k of turning 
some 70 acres of sand, formerly as bar- 
on as the desert of Sahara, into a 
lounshing forest. Nor is that all; for 
this forest, acting as a sand binder, 
lias been the means of saving other 
fertile acres from the inroads of the 
drifting ,s:md, the total result being 
that the farm has increased several 
times in value. 
The sandy tracts, 


which, before being planted to trees, 
were practically worthless, are now 
worth anywhere from §50 to $100 an 
acre.

The idea of tl'O hjdroplane was sug- 


gested in patent specifications by Gugo 
Matu'Iath of New York, 1899, but it 
had its practical origin in Glenn 
Curtiss, who added floats to the air- 
plane with which he was experiment- 
ing over Lake Keuka in 1908. These 
were placed under each v,m%, so that 
in case of accident the machine would 
not sink. 
Langein and others had 


made their experimental flights over 
bodies of water for the same reasons. 
Probably the first to make the floats 
an integral part of the machine was 
Faure, who on March 28, 1910, made 
the first flight with a practical hydro- 
plane at Martignes, on the Seine. Cur- 
tiss soon abandoned floats and built 
joat bodies, and for this accomplish- 
uent he received the Aero Club oi 
America trophy in 1911.

here, declare the nation is on the eve 
of "good times," with jobs a-plenty 
for returning soldiers and men and 
women thrown out of work in inuni- 


| tion plants. 


Get Back to Peace Pursuits. 


Reports from Pennsyhama, Connec- 


ticut, Delaware, New Jersey, Virginia, 
Ohio and other war industries centers 
showed remarkable speed in the tiansi- 
tion from munitions manufacture to 
peaceable pursuits. D} e factories of 
huge dimensions have been built by 
the Du Pont interests to take the place 
of monster shell and e>plosne pro- 
ducing plants which made new cities 
in several sections. 


Philadelphia reported a surplus of

WILL DANUBE FEDERATION BE FORMED? 


The dismemberment of Austria has revived the idea of a Danube fedeia- 


tion along the lines urged by Kossuth in the middle of the nineteenth century. 


According to the Hungarian patriot the states bordering on the Danube 


river had common Interests economically and for the most part racially, and 
should federalize. The present movement toward a union of the new states 
forming from the disrupted Hapsburg monarchy has hardly assumed any 


RUSSIA 


definite shape, but has been discussed at Paris among the'various representa- 
tives assembling for the peace conferences from the Balkan region and to the 
north. 


Among the states grouping themselves racially as members of the Slavic 


group are Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, the latter Including Serbia, 
Montenegro, Herzegovina, Croatia, Bosnia and Slavonia. 


Roumania and Hungary, while not of the Slavic race, would be expected 


to Join the proposed federation for political reasons. Bulgaria also would be 
Invited to join as soon as the Sofia government had met the conditions im- 
posed by the peace conference. 


Geographically such a union of states would form a barrier between 


Russia and Germany, through central Europe, from the Baltic to the waters 
of the Mediterranean and Black seas.

"A million and a quarter acres of 


forest in the north and east of France 
have been practically wiped out dur- 
ing the w ar. They were cut dou n by 
the contending armies for use in 
trench building, for barracks, 
for 


roads, for Y. M. C. A. and hospital 
buildings or were blasted to pieces by 
shell fire. But the sacrifice was not 
in vain, for the great defensive value 
of the forests materially aided France 
and her allies in chocking tho Ger- 
maii drives and saving more of France 
from imasion by tho Huns. 


"The sen ice which the American 


Forestry association and its members, 
will consider r,n honor to perform is to 
aid in the restoration of tho«e forests 
which France had to sacrifice under 
the pressure of war, for no war has 
ever made such a call upon the for- 
ests for materials. 


"Almost a million French people 


were dependent upon these forests for 
six months of the year for a livelihood, 
and the French government faces a 
great economic problem in proMding 
them with resources for sustaining 
themselves until the forests are re- 
stored."

NEARLY ALL WEAR AMULETS 


On« Officer Carrying Charm Refuse* to 
Reveal Its Nature for Fear of 
Bad Luck—Another Carries 
Pise* of Coal, 


Ix/nrloTtj—Certain Interesting sraper- 
stitfons prevalent among British colo- 
alnd troops at the front are described by 
Edward Lovett, an official of the Im­ 
perial War mnsenra at London, In the 
Morning P o st 
He says: 


“Many of the «rapersUtions held hy 
British soldiers are also held by our 
troops from« overseas and by men of 
the allied forces. One day I happened 
to meet an Australian soldier who wore 
the figure 5 on the collar of his tunic. 
Hiis 5 is known on the continent as 
the Pentad, and in Eelgiom the Fifth 
regiment is considered to be the lucky 
regiment* The logic of the Pentad is 
as follows: Figure 1 stands for God, 
absolutely alone. Figure 2 is the mind 
of God in operation as shown by the 
works of nature. Figure 8 represents 
man as the highest work of God. Tak­ 
ing, therefore, figure 1 as being unique, 
the figures 2 and 3, that is, God's work 
In the hands of man, equal 5, and this 
5 Is said to represent everything. 
In 
this country we do not fully appreciate 
the meaning of the figure 5. 


Lucky Australian Five. 


‘*ro come back to our Australian sol­ 
dier. lie told me that he knew nothing 
of the Pentad, and he was rather in­ 
clined to sneer at luck in general. But 
he told mo that his company, which 
was tho Fifth, was very lucky, and day 
after day the men had many narrow 
escapes from death or wounds. 
The 
company, in fact, had lost only 15 men 
out of 180, while the Second company 
had lost a much larger proportion. He 
also told me that the No. 13 was con­ 
sidered by them a lucky number, and 
most of the men in the Fifth company, 
curiously enough, had 13 in their regi­ 
mental numbers, his own number be­ 
ing 51827. 


“On one occasion, after lecturing to 
some men from New Zealand and Aus­ 
tralia, I was entertained for the night 
and put up in an officer's hut. Before 
turning in I chatted over the subject 
of folklore and soldiers* mascots with 
four officers. 
One of the officers told 
rne that he carried a charm, and I said 
I would like to know what it was. It 
turned out to be simply a Swastika, 
which was apparently new to him, and 
ho was glad to hear more about it. 
Tho second officer took from his pocket 
a small cross of grotesque form, which, 
he Informed me, was his mascot. The 
third officer laughingly added, “Well, I 


not show yott miner because ft is 
only a piece oi coal, wrapped la a little 
bag which I brought over from Aus­ 
tralia/* The fourth (and this to my 
astonishment, feeing the ^highest pos* 
sibleT) said, WI also have a mascot, but 
I regret to say that I don't Intend to 
shorw It to yon. I won’t even tell yon 
what it is* because It w^tdd spoil my 
Tocfe.” Nothing I could say wonld in- 
dnce him to alter his decision. His was 
the most srrperstition3 case of all, 


“The commonest charms among the 
soldiers of France and Belgium are 
made of aluminum and copper frag­ 
ments of German shells. It is consid­ 
ered that if yon wear a piece of an

In Italy the men wore the 
kinds of charms and amulets which 
have been common in that country for

What the Germans Wear. 


*1 have a number of examples ot 
German charms, some of which wer» 
taken from German prisoners, wtill# 
others were collected by myself in Get^ 
many about 12 years ago. They nx4 
I of a character yon might expect from 
such a people, and consist largely o t 
pigs, many of which* I regret to satyj 
are grossly vulgar and offensive. Aa-j* 
other German charm Is a 
model ofl 
a fungus, which Is of natural btood-redf 
color. This Is really a phallic emblem* 
A third kind Is a teetotum* the me&n-* 
Ing of which is 'chance.* On the othen 
handT In the German navy, or what re­ 
mains of It, they have rather a prettr 
charm. It consists of a small, cheap 
medal, bearing the figure of Christ 
stilling the tempest, with the motto 
•Safety la storms.* 
I gathered from 
several of my friends that the charzris 
in common use by the Germans wer* 
generally small objects, snch as I haxei 
mentioned, which had been presented 
to the wearers by their mothers or sis* 
lers, but in few cases had the charm 
any definite logical meaning.

BULGARIAN OUTLOOK BETTER 


Investigator Urges Shipments of Food 
and Clothing to Roumanla—Fund 
of $35,000,000 Being Sought 
In United States. 


New York.—Reports of the condi­ 
tion of Jew’s in the Balkan countries, 
as made to the American Jewish Re* 
lief committee by its investigators 
abroad show that economic ruin, epi­ 
demics of typhus, tuberculosis, and 
other diseases have fallen to the lot of 
Balkan Jews to an extent equal to that 
suffered 
by 
their co-religionists in 
ofher war-torn countries, but that po­ 
litical and religious repressive meas­ 
ures have been lacking. 


The first detailed account of the sit­ 
uation In Serbia In many months is 
from Dr. Isaac Alcalay, chief rabbi of 
Serbia, 
with 
headquarters 
in 
Bel- 
giade. 
He said Belgrade was still 
without regular communication with 
the provinces, because the railroads 
and bridges destroyed by the Austrians 
have not been restored. 


“During the war,*1 he wrote, “Jews 
in Belgrade suffered proportionately 
more than the rest of the population. 
Most of their habitations were exposed 
to gunfire throughout the 15 months 
that the city was under bombardment. 
Almost all homes are destroyed. The

“Economically, 
the 
Serbian 
Jews 
have suffered terribly. 
Because of 
the uncertain political situation, all 
regular commerce is impossible, and it 
is difficult for Jewish citizens to Im* 
prove their condition. 


Have Suffered Terribly. 


“Such a situation is unfortunate, for 
the war has brought us new duties. 
The Jews of old Serbia took a very 
active part in the Balkan wars and 
in the world war. The years of fight­ 
ing have deprived more than 400 fam­ 
ilies of their bread winners. 
These 
people have to be helped. 


In Bulgaria, according to a report 
from Miss Hetty Goldman of this city, 
the condition of the Jews is some­ 
what better than in Serbia. 
Poverty, 
is not so widespread, nor are health 
conditions so bad. 


“Bulgarian Jews are able to meet 
the needs of their own poor, but they 
have recently been confronted with 
a new responsibility. Roumanian Jews 
are seeking refuge in Bulgaria, and 
their Bulgarian co-religionists are at a 
loss to know wliat to do with them. 
There Is no work, even for skilled ar 
tisans. 


“A soup kitchen is being run for 
these people of Sophia, but many are 
desperate. 
An allotment from our 
American Jewish relief fund must bo 
made to care for them.” 


In Roumanla there is need of cloth­ 
ing and staple foods. 
It was Miss 
Goldman who made the investigation 
in this country also. 


Clothing Greatest Need. 


“The people needed clothing above 
everything else,“ her report reads* 
“Almost everybody is shabby, and a 
large percentage of the poor are prac­ 
tically without clothing. 
I went into' 
many homes where the inmates had on 
mere rags or were huddled in torn 
blankets of sacking. 


“The second greatest need is for 
staple foods, such as dry beans, peas, 
rice, vegetables, fats and the like. 
Such supplies as are to be had are sold 
at exorbitant prices. 


“I was painfully impressed by the 
number of sick In Roumanla. In Bu­ 
charest, out of a Jewish population of 
45,000 there was an average of eight 
funerals a day last winter. 
A largo 
percentage of typhus cases in Bucha­ 
rest and Jassy have been among Jew s/1 


Machinery for the effective distribu­ 
tion of relief in the Balkan countries 
is in operation. 
More than $200,000 
worth of supplies, including several 
tons of kosher meat, was sent from 
New York late In July to Constanza, 
Roumanla. 
Tho American Jewish re* 
lief committee, under the ‘chairman­ 
ship of Louis Marshall, plans to con­ 
tinue regular shipments-of this kind 
to the Balkans and to Poland, Galicia, 
Czeclio-Slovakia, and the other coun­ 
tries. 


For this purpose a fund of $35,000,- 
000 is being sought in the United 
States this year.

Improvements Slow During the War, 
but §hlps Are Now Calling 
Regularly. 


St. Thomas, Virgin Islands.—This 
American port Is beginning to regain 
sumo oi Its former maritime Impor­ 
tance. 
Owing lo the war, improve- 
incuts In this direction have been slow 
Since the Virgin Islands were pur­ 
chased from Denmark, but now, after 
considerable agitation by business men 
of St. Thomas, American steamers nro 
beginning to call aero. 
This is tho 
retult of representations which have 
been made to Washington In behalf of 
tho inhabitants of tho Islands. 


The Islanders feel that Amerlcau 
steamship owners, and especially tho 
ulilppiug board ut Washington, huve 


heretofore overlooked tho facilities of 
the harbor of St. Thomas for provid­ 
ing coal, fuel oil, and other stores. 


While few American steamers have 
been calling at St. Thomas for sup­ 
plies, many have called ot the neigh­ 
boring British islands, where facilities 
are not considered as good as here. 
Tho price of coal is cheaper at St. 
Thomas than at the British islands. 


To bring this matter before the ship­ 
ping board and to obtain all the help 
possible from the American people and 
congress, a meeting of the inhabitants 
of the Virgin island was held here. 
Resolutions were adopted calling the 
attention of the shipping board to the 
facilities of tho port, such os a pier 
3.0U0 feet long with thirty-one feet of 
water alongside ¿md nil up-to-date ap­ 
pliances for tho quick dispatch of ves­ 
sels wanting coal, water, fuel oil and 
other stores. 


The resolution was carried to Wash­ 
ington by Darwin O, Curry, collector 


of customs, who laid It before the ship­ 
ping board. 
Mr. Curry has since re­ 
turned and reports that that board, 
members of congress, and American 
business men have promised to do aU 
they can for the Island. 


Another oil depot is being erected 
here to meet Increased demands. Tho 
peuple of St. Thomas believe It pos* 
sesses fnr better facilities than most 
other West India Islands, and are de­ 
termined to make known Its availabili« 
ty as a port of call for supplying 
steamers.

France brought down a total of 854 
German airplanes and 82 German bal- 
loons, 
against

of 271 planes and 45 balloons, ac- 
cording to a report cabled by Major 
General Harbord on December 15 rnd 
made public today by the war depart- 
ment. 'Destruction of the 85-t of the 
enemy planes and 57 of the balloons 
had been officially confirmed. 


The total casualties of the American 


air service in action are given as 442, 
Including 109 killed, 103 wounded, 200 
missing, 27 prisoners, and three in- 
terned. 


When the armistice ended the fight-

Two Egg Sponge Cake. 


—Separate the white and j 
yolks of two eggs, beat i 
the 
yolks 
until 
thick, | 
Add to them half a cup­ 
ful of sugar and two tablespoonfuls of 
lemon juice. 
Take a teaspoonful of 
baking powder, a pinch of salt and 
one cupful of flour sifted together. 
Beat the whites, add a half cupful of 
sugar to them, then put the two egg 
mixtures together and 
fold 
in 
the 
flour, very lightly, then add half a 
cupful of w ater and sprinkle sugar 
over the top of the cake. 
Bake in an 
ungreased tin thirty minutes. 


Sponge Drops.—Beat five egcrs very 
light, then add one cupful of sugar j 
and beat again. Add a teaspoonful of 
lemon extract and fold in one cupful 
of sifted flour. 
Drop in gem pahs 
and bake rather quickly. 


Potato Cake.—Take one cupful of ' 
shortening, two cupfuls of sugar, half 
a 
cupful 
of 
milk, 
one 
cupful 
of 
mashed potato, one cupful of chopped 
nut meats, one-half cupful of sweet 
chocolate, two and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, four eggs, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and one-half tea spoon­ 
ful each of cinnamon, cloves and all­ 
spice. Best when a few weeks old. 


Chili Stew.—Take one and one-half 
pounds of steak put through the meat 
grinder. 
Heat one and one-half table­ 
spoonfuls of butter and the same of 
olive oil. 
Add six tablespoonfuls of 
chopped onion, four cloves of garlic; 
fry until a light brown.. While frying 
add one and one-half tablespoonfuls 
of Worcestershire sauce and three 
teaspoonfuls of chili powder, stirring 
►well. Pour into the pan enough water 
to cover the bottom and then add the 
meat, almost covering with water. Cook 
for fifteen minutes slowly, then add 
three cupfuls of canned tomato and 
two tea spoon fills of salt.

minutes. 
If the cheese is ready these

What better dessert is needed than 
a slice of cold watermelon or a half of 
a delicious cantaloupe? It is mere cus­ 
tom that makes people feel that a bowl

fruit—pears, 
peaches 
or 
plums—are not as good served in their 
native state for dinner as they are for 
breakfast. 
A return to simpler des­ 
serts would be of advantage both from 
a dietetic and economic standpoint. 


But, a voice protests, “we grow tirefl 
of fresh fruit day after day.” For the 
person who wishes a change from 
fresh fruit, the following desserts may 
please. 
They are easily made and as 
easily digested—two good points dur­ 
ing the hot season. They may be used 
to alternate with the dessert of un­ 
cooked fruit.

In the purchase and selection of 


oats for seed farmers are warned to 
be careful of grain that has been 
bleached by the sulphur process. This 
process is now used extensively by 
commercial grain dealers to give outs 
of inferior quality a bright, clean ap- 
pearance. 
In experiments conducted 


by the specialists of the 
United 


States department of agriculture, it 
was found that in nearly every sam- 
ple of sulphur bleached oats there 
was a great reduction in the germinat- 
ing power. The largest reduction was 
in a sample which germinated 07.5 
per cent before treating and 9.5 per 
cent after treating, or a total reduc- 
tion in germination of SS per cent 
caused by sulphuring. 


Too much attention cannot be paid 


to the quality of seed for the same 
amount of time, labor and money is 
required to sow a field of oats, wheth- 
er thfe viability of the seed be high or 
low, and the product will be influ- 
enced directly by the percentage of 
germination of the seed. 
A casual 


observer is probably more likely to 
be misled' as to the true quality of oats 
than of any other grain for seeding 
purposes, because oats that have been 
sulphured present an attractive ap- 
pearance ; therefore special care must 
be takon to ascertain whether this 
appearance is due to blenching by sul- 
phur or whether it is natural. 


Feed Oats Not Good for Seed. 


It is not an uncommon practice 


throughout the smaller oat-growing 
areas for farmers to use for seed, 
oats that have been purchased for 
feeding 
purposes, especially 
when 


these oats appear to be of good qual- 
ity. Frequently very poor yields are 
obtained from feed oats, because these 
oats may have been sulphur bleached. 


Seedmcn generally buy their oats 


•under contracts, stipulating that such 
oats shall germinate not less than a 
specific percentage, and further that 
they shall not be sulphur bleached. 
This provision, of course, safeguards 
the fanner when he buys oats from a 
seedsman who states that such oats 
are suitable for seed. 
However, as 


there is no general regulation govern- 
ing oats handling in intrastate trans- 
actions which reguires that sulphured 
oats are to be labeled as such, the 
farmer generally is without protec- 
tion and often sows oats that have 
been sulphured. 


Process of Bleaching. 


Two processes are in use in bleach- 


ing oats; known as the cold process 
and the warm process, the only dif- 
ference being that in one case steam 
is used to moisten the grain and in 
the other cold water is used. As the 
moistened oats fall from the top of a 
tower they pass through 
sulphur 


fumes which .come in contact with 
every kernel. 
After the oats have 


passed through the bleaching tower 
they are usually run in a bin and al- 
lowed to stand over night when they 
are cooled or dried as necessity may 
require.

Roger A. Pryor, the Virginia con­ 
gressman who figured In the episode, 
died a few months ago In New York 
city. It was he upon whom John Fox 
Potter of East Troy, Walworth county, 
then representative of the First Con­ 
gressional district of Wisconsin, dur­ 
ing April, I860, brought nation-wide 
ridicule in answer to a challenge to a 
duel. 
Congressman Potter offered to 
fight with bowie knives at a distance 
of four feet, but Pryor refused because 
they were “so demnilion vulgar.” 


Most of Mr. Potter’s bowie- knives, 
including the one he purchased for 
the duel and others sent to him after 
the affair, are now on exhibit in the 
State Historical museum, Madison.

Thas was Mr. Wilsoirs only expres 
slon of his foeliniîs after a trip that 
every Frenchman has been hoping he 
would make before ho takes part in 
deciding what is to bo exacted from 
Germany for the devastation of nor 
thorn France. 


Accompanied by Mrs. Wilson and n 
small party, Mr. "Wilson left the Mu- 
rât residence early, foregoing atten- 
dance at church and the rest which 
ho felt he needed very much to per- 
form what ho considered to be a duty. 


The party motored first to '.""hatoau- 
Thiorry, where lunch was taken 
on 
boarding a waiting train. 
Thoy then 
proceeded by motor to Rheims. pass-

After visiting Rhoims the president 
and his party abandoned their motor 
cars and, boarding a special train, re- 
turned to Paiik.

5tItfoTi5 pTevaient araonj^ British col&- 
aial troops at the front nre described hy 
Edward Lovett, an official of the Im- 
periai War museum at London, in the 
Morning Post 
He says: 


'^l&rty of the iraperatltfons held by 
British fioidierif arc also held by otir 
troirpa frotn- orerse^a and hy men of 
the allied forces. One day I happened 
to meet an Auntralian soldier who wore 
the figure 5 on the collar of his tunic, 
Hiis 5 is known on the continent as 
the Pentad, and in Belgium the Fifth 
refííment la considered to be the lucky 
re^'iment. 
The logic of the Pentad is 
ffH follows: Figure 1 stands for God, 
absolutely alone. Figure 2 is the mind 
of God in operation as shown by the 
works of nature. 
Figure 8 represents 
man as the highest worlc of God. Tak- 
ing. therefore, figure 1 as being uniaue, 
the figures 2 and 3, that is, God's work 
In the harids of man, equal 5, and this 
5 Is said to represent everything. 
In 
tills country we do not fully appreciate 
the moaning of the figure 5. 


Lucky Australian Five, 
'^fo come back to our Australian sol- 
dier. lie told me that he knew nothing 
of the Pentad, and he was rather in- 
rllncd to sneer at luck In general. 
But 
be told mo that his company, which 
was tho Flftl), was very lucky, and day 
after day the men had many narrow 
escapes from death or wounds. 
The 
company, In fact, had lost only 15 men 
out of 180, while the Second company 
had lost a much larger proportion. He 
also told mo that the No. 13 was con- 
sidered by them a lucky number, and 
most of the men in the Fifth company, 
curiously enough, had 13 in their regi- 
mental numbers, his own number be- 
ing 51827. 


"On one occasion, after lecturing to 
gome men from New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, I was entertained for the night 
and put up in an oiflccr's hut. 
Before 
turning in I chatted over the subject 
of folklore aud soldiers' mascots with 
four oflicers. 
One of the ofllcers told 
mo that he carried a charm, and I said 
Í would like to know what It was. 
It 
turned out to be simply a Swastika, 
which was apparently new to him, and 
ho was glad to hoar more about it. 
The second ofllcer took from his pocket 
li small cross of grotesque form, which, 
he Informed me, was his mascot. 
The 
third oillccr laughingly added, "Well, I 


n^ed not aho'w yotc mxn€r because ft fs 
only a piece of coaL wrapped In a little 
bag which I brought ever from Ans- 
tralla.'' 
The iaurth (and this to my 
a.«itOTif3hraentr being the "highest pos^ 
sibleTJ saJd, " I also have a mascot* btrt 
I r e ^ e t to say that I don't intend to 
show it to yoti. I won't eren tell jovt

Nothing I could say wonld in- 
duce him to alter his decision. His was 
the- most srrperstitiotis case of all.

What the Germans Wear. 


''I have a number of examples at 
German charmsy some of which wer» 
taken from German prisoners^ whil« 
others were colfected by mjrself in Get^ 
many ahont 12 years ago. 
They aré 
of a character yoti might expect f r o a 
such tt people, and consist larsely of 
pfgs^ many of which, I regret to saty» 
are grossly vulgax and offensive. 
other German charm is a small mode! ofl 
a fungus, which is of natnnü btood-redf 
color. This is reaHy a phallic emblem. 
A third kind is a teetotum, the meiin-' 
ing of which is 'chance.* On the othes 
hand, in the German navy, or what re- 
mains of it, they have rather a pretty 
charm. 
It consists of a small, cheapí 
medal, bearing the figure of Christ 
stilling the tempest, with the motto 
•Safety in storms.' 
I gathered from 
several of my friends that the chanáa 
in common use by the Germans w e n 
generally small objects, such as I haxé 
mentioned, which had been presented 
to the wearers by their mothers or 
ters, but in few cases had the charm 
any definite logical meaning.

BULGARIAN OUTLOOK BEHER 


Investigator Urges Shipments of Food 
and Clothing to Roumania—Fund 
of $35,000,000 Being Sought 
In United States. 


New York.—Reports of the condi- 
tion of Jews in the Balkan countries, 
as made to the American Jewish Re- 
lief 
committee 
by 
its 
investigators 
abroad show that economic ruin, epi- 
demics of typhus, tuberculosis, and 
other diseases have fallen to the lot of 
Balkan Jews to an extent equal to that 
suffered 
by 
their 
co-religionists 
in 
other war-torn countries, but that po- 
litical and religious repressive meas- 
ures have been lacking. 


The first detailed account of the sit- 
uation in Serbia In many months is 
from Dr. Isaac Alcalay, chief rabbi of 
Serbia, 
with 
headquarters 
in 
Bel- 
giade. 
He said Belgrade was still 
without regular communication with 
the provinces, because the railroads 
and bridges destroyed by the Austrlans 
have not been restored. 


"During the war," he wrote, "Jews 
in Belgrade suffered 
proportionately 
more than the rest of the population. 
Most of their habitations were exposed

"Such a situation is unfortunate, for 
the war has brought us new duties. 
The Jews of old Serbia took a very 
active part In the Balkan wars and 
in the world war. 
The years of fight- 
ing have deprived more than 400 fam- 
ilies of their bread winners. 
These 
people have to be helped. 


In Bulgaria, according to a report 
from Miss Hetty Goldman of this city, 
the condition of the Jews is some- 
what better than in Serbia. 
Poverty. 
Is not so widespread, nor are health 
conditions so bad. 


"Bulgarian Jews are able to meet 
the needs of their own poor, but they 
have recently been confronted 
with 
a new responsibility. 
Roumanian Jews 
are seeking refuge in Bulgaria, and 
their Bulgarian co-religionists are at a 
loss to know, what to do with them. 
There Is no work, even for skilled ar 
tlsans. 


"A soup kitchen Is being run for 
these people of Sophia, but many are 
desperate. 
An 
allotment 
from 
our 
American Jewish relief fund must bo 
made to care for them." 


In Roumania there Is need of cloth- 
ing and staple foods. 
It was Miss 
Goldman who made the Investigation 
In this country also. 


Clothing Greatest Need. 


"The people needed clothing above 
everything 
else." 
her 
report 
reads. 
"Almost everybody is shabby, and a 
large percentage of the poor are prac- 
tically without clothing, 
I went into' 
many homes where the Inmates had on 
mere rags or were huddled In torn 
blankets of sacking, 


"The second greatest need Is for 
s^aple foods, such as dry beans, peas, 
rice, vegetables, 
fats 
and the 
like. 
Such supplies as are to be had are sold 
at exorbitant prices. 


"I was painfully Impressed by the 
number of sick in Roumania. In Bu- 
charest, out of a Jewish population of 
45.000 there was an average of eight 
funerals a day last winter. 
A large 
percentage of typhus cases In Bucha- 
rest and Jassy have been among Jews." 


Machinery for the effective distribu- 
tion of relief in the Balkan countries 
is in operation. 
More than $200,000 
worth of supplies, Including several 
tons of kosher meat, was sent from 
New York late In July to Constanza, 
Roumania. 
Tho American Jewish re- 
lief committee, under the -chairman- 
ship of Louis Marshall, plans to con- 
tinue regular shipments-of this kind 
to the Balkans and to Poland. Galicia, 
Czecho-Slovakia, and tho other ccun- 
trles. 


For this purpose a fund of $35,000.- 
000 is being sought in the 
United 
States this year.

Willie few Ajnerican steamers have 
been calling at St. Thomas for sup- 
piles, many Imvo called at the neigh- 
boring IJritKsh i.slands, where facilities 
are not considered as good as here. 
Tho price of coal is clieaper at St. 
Thomas tluui at the British Islands. 


To bring this matter before the ship- 
ping board and to obtain all the help 
possible from the American people and 
congress, a meeting of the Inhabitants 
of the Virgin island was held here. 
Resolutloiis were adopted calling the 
attention of tlie shipping board to the 
facilities of the port, such as a pier 
3,UU0 feet long with thirty-one feet of 
water alongside iind all ui>to-date ap- 
pliances for the quick dispatcli of ves- 
sels wanting coal, water^ fuel oil and 
other stores. 


The resolution was carried to Wash- 
Ingiou by Darwin O, Currj', collector 


of customs, who laid it before the ship- 
ping board, 
Air. Curry has since re- 
turned and reports tiiat that board, 
members of congress, and 
American 
business men have promised to do aU 
they can for the Island. 


Another oil depot Is being erected 
here to meet Ijicreased demands. 
Tho 
people of St. Thomas believe it pos^ 
sesses far better facilities than most 
other West India Islands, and are de- 
termined to make known its avaiiabillf 
ty as a port of call for s-upplyiug 
steanwjrs.
